This argument is based largely 
on pre-war conditions of unused 
capacity and limited demand that 
do not exist toda. 

“It seems to assume that ex 
change depreciation would restrict 
the flow of imports or increase 
the flow of exports 

A LARGE proportion of our im- 
ports from the United States, in- 
cluding, for instance, such neces- 
sary products as coal, petroleum 
and raw cotton, would clearly not 
be affected at all, and under pre- 
sent conditions of shortages on the 
supply side and urgent and unsat- 
isfied demands on the other, the 
effect of our volume of imports of 
say, a 10-per cent change in the 
cost of most other import items 
would be very slight indeed 

After all, the rise in prices in 
the United States which has oc- 
curred since last July has had no 
apparent affect on discouraging im- 
ports to this country 

“On the export side, too, the 
change in the exchange rate has 
had relatively little, if any, effect 
in reducing the amount of our ex- 
ports, except possibly to some ex 
tent in the case of gold, and, in- 
deed, the change may have actual- 
ly increased our receipts of foreign 
exchange in some cases as a result 
of adjustments in the prices ob- 
tained by our exporter
